k ag antiquity of the town of Shrewſbury 


is one of thoſe points in hiſtory that re- 
mains, at this hour, hid under the veil 
of obſcurity, Theie is not a doubt of it's foun- 


# dation being laid in a very early period of time, 


for it is mentioned by a celebrated fearcher in- 
to antiquities,* that 1 it was built 438 years before 
the Chriſtian æra.

Indeed we have found it recorded, that the 


4 ſpot on which the preſent town ſtands upon was 
occupied by a part of the roman legion which 
was ſtationed at Uricenium, (now Wroxeter), but 


not wiſhing to lead the reader into the wilder- 
neſs of ambiguity, ſuffice it to ſay the natural 


ſtrength of the ſituation favors the aſſertion.

So early as the year 617, Brockwel Yſithroe, 
Prince of Poui Land, reſided in his palace in 
this town, which was on the ſpot where Saint 


Chad's church lately ſtood, and deſtroyed by 
fire during the ravages of the Saxons. 


A. D. 777 The Britons, who there is great 
reaſon to believe rebuilt the town, and had been 
in poſſeſſion of it above 200 years, were obliged 
to relinquiſh their darling reſidence to a, king 
of Mercia, who forced them beyond the dyke, 
(fill called Ofa's Dyke,) which he had made as 
their boundary. 


From this period the town began to encreaſe 
in honor as well as in population; for the wife 
Alfred placed it among his lift of cities, calling 
it Caer Pengwerne (The city on a woody hill), 
Edward the elder beſtowed a ſignal mark of his 
royal favor to this town, in ordering a mint for 
the coining of money here, 


Shrewſbury A. D. 1006 was honored by the 
preſence of majeſty, attended by a ſplendid and 
numerous court; Ethelred had by an editt in the 
year 1008 brutally cauſed a general maſſacre of 
the Danes within his kingdom, Roufed by the

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ery of blood, their countrymen determined u- 
pon revenge, and accordingly invaded England. 
Zpreading the dreadlul devaſtation of fire and 
word wherever they came; and carrying away 
from the unfortunate victims what they could 
not deſtroy. Hurt at the ſufferings ol his hap- 
le ſubjects, Ethelred adviſed with the nobles 
0 attending him in Shrewſbury, and propoſed the 
1 ſum of 10, oool to be paid annually to the Danes 
e they would leave the kingdom; this 
hot being agreed with, the tribute was enhan- 
bed to 48,0001.“ 


g About this time Edric, duke of Mercia, ſon. 
in-law to Echelred, (whom our hiſtorians have

When the Normans ſettled in this kingdom, 
we find Shrewſbury ** a well built and populous 
town,” for in the reign of Edward the Confeſſor 
it paid gelt according to 200 hides of land, 


I the beginning of the reign of William I. this 
town was cloſely beſieged by a powerful body of 
the Welſh, commanded by the valiant Owen 
Gwynedd ; but William brought a numerous ar- 
my to it's re ĩef, and obliged Owen to raiſe the 
ſiege, cutting great numbers of his brave follo- 
wers in pieces. 


This monarch gave the town and county to 
his kinſman Roger, and created him 1ſt. earl of 
Shrewſbury ; and the town paid 30l. yearly tri- 
bute to him. The Salopians had no reaſon to 
be Uiſatisfied with the ruler that the conqueror 
had placed over them; his good-will toward, 
the welfare of their ſouls was ſoon diſtinguiſhed, 


by his building a magnificent monaſtery ; and

This town, once more, ſuffered conſiderably 
irom the deſtructive power of fire A. D. 1774. 
About 2 o'clock on the afternoon of Good Fri. 
5 day it broke out in the Abbey - foregate, and ra- 
ged with dreadtul devaſtation through the, Whole 
405 of the day, entirely deſtroying 47 dwelling-hou- 
W ſes, 16 barns, 15 ſtables, 4 ſhops, and ſeveral 
ſtacks of hay; 6 more houſes were much dama- 
ged by the flames. To alleyiate, in ſome mea- 
ſure, the diſtreſs of the ſufferers, nearly 10001, 
was chearfully ſubſcribed, and thoſe whoſe cir- 
cumſtances required immediata relief, inflantly 
received it.

down to our own time, we ſhall proceed in gi- 
ving a ſhort deſcription ot it's preſent ſtate. 


The fituation of Shrewſbury has ever been 
allowed to be peculiarly pleaſant and healthful ; 
theſe advantages it owes to the happy eminence 
It is ſeated upon, anſwering to it's Saxon name 
Scrobbesburie, which as well as Pengwerne, cal- 
led fo by it's founders, the Britons, ſignifies 
a brow of alder trees; and from the firſt of,theſe 


name we may ſafely conclude the word Shrew- 


{bury is derived, —--The Welſh name for it in 
the preſent day, 1s Mwythig, viz. pleaſant ; and 
as old Speed ſays, ** Wholſome is the aire, de- 
lectable and goode, yeelding the ſpringe and 
the autumne, ſeede time and harueſte, in a 
*temperate condition, and affoordeth health to 
* the inhabitants in all ſeaſons of the yeere.“ 


Shrewſbury has, of late years, made a rapid 
progreſs in the taſte and number of it's build” 
ings; and the flouriſhing ſituation of it's riſing 
manufactories promiſes a certain encreaſe of 
honor, wealth, and population: The woollen. 
cloth manufatture, alone, employs ſeveral hun- 
dred hands 1n different parts of the town:

Near this church ſtands the Pub/ic Subſcription 
Charity School, where boys and girls are educa- 
ted and cloathed by a general ſubſcription, On 
the left hand lies the ſuburb of Co/cham, where 
has lately been eiected a very ſpacious buil- 
ding, in which a great number of both ſexes, 
are employ'd in the woollen-cloth manufacture. 


You now arrive at the Engliſh Bridge, an 
ornament, as well as uſe to the town; conſiſt- 
ing of 7 lofty arches; over the center one, fa- 
cing the N. is the head of Sabrina, with the 
arms of the town, in baſlo relieyo, and date of 
the year (viz. MDCCLXXIV.) when the bridge

There are eight muſical bells in the ſteeple: 
the ſituation of the church being on the moſt 
elevated part of the town, gives it's ſpire, at a 
diſtance, an uncommon lotty appearance, it has 
ſeveral times ſuffered much from high winds, 
in 1739 the cock on the top being blown aſide, 
one Cadman took it down, and replaced it again; 
he was prompted to ſhew his further dexterity

can recommend proper objetts trom any part of 
the country; the benefits which the untorty- 
nate inhabitants of this reſtorative manſion daily 
receive, do infinite honour to the beneyolent 
ſupporters of it, Not far from hence ſtands the 
Council Houſe, a ſpacious building, on the brow 
of a pleaſant bank, hanging delightfully over

Near to it is the Caſtle, built of red ſtone by 
Roger de Montgomery, it has a bold appearance 
from the country, and has often braved the aſ- 
ſaults of the daring aſſaulter; it was always ce- 
lebrated as a fortreſs of the firſt importance for 
the ſecurity of the marches; it's conſequence 
in the civil wars againſt Charles the firſt is well 
known; in the 15th year of Charts the ſecond 
the town gave up the caſtle to the king. and it ; 
was ſtripped of every warlike implement by the

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erder of James II. it is now a moſt deſirable re- 
ſidence occupied by lady Bath, who at a conſi- 
derable expence has made it an elegant and 
del ightfully pleaſant habitation, and the whole 
inſide of the outer walls being converted into a 
rural pleaſure ground, ornamented with ſhrubs 
and flowers, which with the noble ruins of gate- 
ways, battlements, &c. captivate the eye. 


On the outſide of the caſtle is a convenient 
and pleaſant walk, lately made, the proſpett 
from it is very extenſive and beautiful. Cloſe by 
is the newly eretted County Gaol, and Houſe of 
Correction, the building is very extenſive, ſur- 
rounded by a high wall; it ſtands in a airy ſitu- 
ation; the plan of it ig agreeable to the advice 
of the late benevolent Mr. Howard. Returning 
into the town you come to that much reſpected 
ſeminary of learning, the Free Schools, built 
in a handſome ſtyle, of white ftone; they were 
firſt endowed by king Edward VI. A. D. 1552, 
but Q. Elizabeth in 1571 further endowed them 
by granting ſeveral lands, tythes, &c. At that 
time the ſchools conſiſted of a range of timber 
buildings, but A. D. 159g a handſome pile ef 
one building was erected, and in 1630 anoth-
